KRmEY TO CULTURE. thar, 

A. Sow for succession from April to June for summer and autumn blooming. Prepare the 
ground thoroughly by digging, adding a good supply of leaf-mould or well-ro(ted manure, making 
the surface fine and smooth. ; 

B. Sow in gentle heat, in a well-drained pot or pan of light soll. Sow thinly and cover lightly 
with a fine sandy soi]. Shade from bright sunshine, and water when necessary through a fine rose 
watering pot. Transplant to open ground when all danger of frost Is over. ‘lhe seed may also be 
sown in a cold frame in April or open border In the latter part of May, but will not flower so early. 
Transplant or thin out before the plants get too large. 

Cc. Sow from April to June or in August, in a well-prepared bed of light soil CONE the seed 
lightly. Keep clear of weeds, and thin out the plants, if too thick, sufficiently early to allow them 
to develop their growth. 

WD. Sow inspring, in a well-drained pot or well prepared hot-bed of light, peaty, sandy soil. 
Place in a moderately warm temperature, shade from bright sunshine and keep moist, transplant- 
ing when ground is in proper condition, or in open ground after May 10 for late flowers. 

¥E. Sow in open border in April or May, and thin out or transplant, giving each plant plenty 
of room. ; 

FF. Sow any season, in a pot prepared as follows: Let the pot be one-third full of drainage or 
broken charcoal; over that rough siftings of mould, and the surface with very fine soil, half of 
which should be composed of fine, sharp sand; water with fine sprinkler; scatter the seed thickly 
over the surface, covering very lightly; keep from direct rays of the sun. As soon as the plants 
show the third leaf transplant into seed pans, three-fourths of an inch apart, giving a little air to 
strengthen them. When the plants begin to touch each other they should be transplanted singly 
into small pots and keep them in a cool airy part of the greenhouse near the glass. Repot when 
necessary.

Practical Suogestions on Jiling, 


In having a tile drain, it is well 
porsurictly adhere to the following 
rules! 

1. The drain should have a suffi- 
cient outlet for the discharge of all 
the water that may pass through it. 

2. The drain should be deep 
enough 10 drain the widest space 
possible—from three to four feet— 
and deeper if necessary to get the 
water out by a much shorter line; 
but drain anyway, even if you can- 
not get outlet to drain so deep. 

3. The bottom of the drain should 
be one regular line of descent, so 
that the current may have a smooth 
flow from the head to the mouth of 
the drain. 

4. In laying the tile take pains to 
fit the joints closely, as with all care 
there will be sufficient space for the 
inlet of the water, and close joints 
will prevent the letting in of silt or 
washings. 

5. At the junction of the drains 
the water should be brought to- 
gether, flowing as near as possible 
in the same direction, so that the 
flow of the current may not be ob- 
structed. 

6. ‘he size of the tile may be pret- 
ty accurately determined by the 
amount of surface to be drained and 
the descent of the drain. 
of tile are required to lay one acre ; 


if at a distance of 50 feet apart, 52 rods and a fraction will be required, and at a distance of 60 feet

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LAWN SEED AND LAWNS. 
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Lawn Seed is something that every one who owns a Lawn is interested in 
and its component parts are of deep significance. We are surprised to see how 
little knowledge is displayed by some seedsmen in the style and character of the 
different plant seeds they put into the mixture, and call it Lawn Seed. The 
person who buys this stuff does not discover the error until it is too late, and 
then comes the expense and trouble of tearing out that which they do not want, 
and trying to retain that which is desirable. Again this is not wholly the fault 
of the seedsman, for we often have inquiry for seed for the lawn, something 
cheap, or Orchard Grass, because the lawn is shaded they say, or they only 
want it to look green ; well, Ribgrass or plantain, as it is called, will look green 
but is not desirable to sow on a fine lawn, hence greater care should be used in 
the selection of Lawn Seed than seeds for your garden. 

We are often asked what our Lawn Seed is composed of ; this we do not 
always tell, but there are a few rules we always observe. In the first place we 
buy for our Lawn mixture seeds that are as pure as possible, every variety is 
examined under a glass to see that no seeds are there that are not wanted, then 
we use all grasses that have fibrous roots, and grow fine and thick, using only 
the kinds that harmonize in size and color as much as possible, some that 
mature early, others late in order to keep a green sward all the season. Fora 
sunny lawn we use in our mixture White Clover, but in a shady lawn it is not 
necessary. So you see we are obliged to vary our mixture according to location, 
except in our general mixture which is composed of six or seven varieties of 
grasses and will give general satisfaction on all ordinary Lawns. 

It is very important that the soil should be well worked for at least three 
months before seeding, and worked up to the last moment, especially if foreign 
dirt or manure has been drawn in. We wish here to show how foul seeds are 
often brought into a lawn and how discovered. 

Two years ago Mr. H. 5. White wished to make some changes in his Lawn. 
in order to do this satisfactorily the gardener was obliged to spade up the whole 
Lawn, fill in the low places, which he did with muck, and when in proper shape, 
seeded all alike; the grass came up nicely, but soon they discovered a foreign 
grass something not desirable, and he called our attention to it, thought we had 
sold it tothem in the Lawn Seed, but when we came to examine closely we 
found this weed was only in places where the filling in was done and not all over 
the Lawn, which was very fortunate for us at least. 

Another case which we wish to mention as a perfect success was on Mr. S.

The seeding was the 
same, yet the results quite different.

We would recommend as a 
fertilizer, Lawn Dressing, Phosphate, Guano, or ashes in place of barnyard 
manure, and the very best of all is the Velvet Green Lawn Dressing, 
this we have in 10, 25, 50 and 100 lb. sacks at a moderate cost.
